Washington, Jan. 16—[Special]—-It 


s probable that the president 
will 


shortly take steps towards pacifying the 
Philippine islanders. He proposes at an 
early day to issue a' proclamation ad- 
dressed to them, assuring them that 
their conquest is not the purpose of the 
United States; that this government 
merely desires to establish a protectorate 
over tne islands, lasting only until such 
such time as the nations shall establish 
a firm and stable government of: their 
own; that the native government will 
receive the support of the United,'States 
in all its endeavors to execute :just anc 
human laws,'to promote industry anc 
encourage commerce, and that all need- 
ed assistance will be extended to the na 
tives in their efforts toward self govern- 
ment. Assurances will .also be given thai; 
the United States' willrnot ntteinpt to in- 
terfere with any well:^directed plans of 
the Philippines that may give promise 
of bettering their;-cbnditipn politically, 
industrially or ^'commercially, and will 
surrender all control" vOver the .islands 
whenever it shall be., ^demonstrated' that 
the people areiapablB of managing their 
own affairs and of.xJefending themselves 
against the attacks-sst..the enemies on 
the outside. Thisri-proclamation, it is 
hoped, will allay all-suapicions that may 
exist among the Philippines regarding 
the purposes of ther.:United States and 
bring about- a'peace during which the 
wheels of government may be set in mb-

Filipino Agent Tells Why Ills 
Country 


Should Be Free.

Washington, Jan. 16.—Agoncillo, the 


agent of the Filipinos, has filed at the 
state department an omcial memoran- 
dum 
demanding 
independence. 
He 


gives various precedents and 
argu- 


ments, and then summarizes them- by 
saying: "American precept and exam- 
ple have influenced my people to de- 
sire; independent government." 


"Suffering as did the Americans 


.from alien rule, they arose and drove 
out -foreign"'masters'.

"They established, and for seven. 


months have maintained, a form of 
government resembling the American, 
in .that it is based upon the right of 
the people to rule. 


"This government has, .according to 


doctrines laid down by distinguished 
secretaries of, state, become entitled to 
recognition by the American republic. 


"The expelled government of Spain, 


having at the time of the treaty of 
peace possession of only one port, and 
the remainder of the Philippines, ex- 
cept Manila, being in the possession of 
the Philippine republic, and all insig- 
nia of sovereignty having passed from 
Spain, could give no title to the United 
States for the Philippine islands. . 
- "Spain, having no title to give, her 
claim cannot be rendered better by the 
ratification of the treaty of peace. 


"From the foregoing it would seem 


to follow that the present recognition 
of the first republic of Asia, by the 
greatest republic of America'would be 
consonant 
with right, justice and 


precedent."'.

You see the city, 
enjoy a trip up the* Hudson, and as you 
comeback, you feel thankful for the 
capital that projected and . brought to 
pass the great railway over which you 
ride. You forget that but for the la- 
boring man that ride would .have been 
an utter impossibility.

HIS PREDICAMENT. 


The Mont Valuable National Sceptre. 
Russia possesses the most valuable 


national scepter in the world. It is 
three feet in length, is made of solid 
gold and ornamented with 268 dia- 
monds, 360 rubies and 15 emeralds. The 
sceptre, which forms part of/the re- 
.galia, is handed .to the czar on his coro- 
nation as the emblem of sovereignty. 
At the coronation of the present czar, 
which took place .in Moscow' cathe- 
dral, in May, 1896, the Metropolitan of 
the Russian church handed the sceptre 
to the czar with these words: 
"Gpd- 


erowned.czar, and Grand Duke Michael 
Feodoroyich, Autocrat of All the Rus- 
slas, receive the sceptre.:that. the Lord 
gives yoxi to govern the great dominion 
of Russia, and take care of it,'.for it 
is thy-strength and thy power."

"Witchcraft 
did not perish from

burning of Salem. Away up in Brit- 
ish Columbia, where the Stikine river 
flows too shallow to float the flatboats 
of the miners of Glenora and Tele- 
graph Creek, a witch boy is killed with 
terrible torture for 
every man. o» 


woman who dies a natural death. And 
this is among Indians whom civiliza- 
tion-has marked for its own. Where 
a belle has risen to silk shirt waists, 
and parasols, and where the braves 
wear patent-leather shoes and jewelry. 


For civilization is of the 
outward 


appearance', and it does not reach the 
deep,, black superstitions of the Ta- 
hltan: people." While the coming of the 
white man—the miner of. the Klon- 
dike,' with his freight TO be packed— 
has brought the comforts of compara- 
tive wealth and a realization of the ad- 
vantages of civilized dress, food -and 
horses, it' has not been extended to 
the point that includes morals and re- 
ligion. Along these paths they have" 
made no progress. They: buy an<i. sell 
their wives and children; they'practice 
their -heathenish religions rites, .their 
medicine and witch dances; they be-

craft. Every natural death is accred- 
ited to witchcraft, and for every "be- 
witched" Indian that dies some poor 
Indian boy is barbarously murdered.

Cassiar district is 
due the low death rate of the tribe

In the winter of 1896 
an. Indian 


woman lay near unto death in" her 
home at Tahltan village, and'the wise 
men of the tribe decided, that she had 
been. bewitched. She '^belonged to the 
faction of the Tahltans known as the 
"Wolves;" so a ."Wolf:1 witch doctor 
was called upon to drive out' the witch 
that had crept into.the mortal body of 
Kloochman. The doctor came dressed 
in wolfskins and made up to resemble 
as nearly as possible a wolf, and fop 
two hours he danced about the couch 
of the dying woman, uttering horrible 
cries and making threatening-gestures 
calculated to drive the witch but of 
the woman. The witch did not appear, 
and as the woman' .was 
apparently

Tiend of Desculta's offered to 
help 


find the murderer and they start- 


3d off on their wildgoose chase.

For two years Desculta has been a 


wanderer on the face of the earth, iiv- 
ng on what he can kill and the roots 
tie can dig.

among the Tahltans for the crime of 
witchcraft, even- within a few. months. 


n August, 1898, an Indian; girl died 


at -Tahltan village. Before her death 
she confessed that she had. been be- 
witched, and declared that, little Joe 
Cullihan, a 12-year-old orphan; who 
was purchased years ago by the Coast 
Indians; was the boy that- bewitched 
her.' Of course, Joe denied the accu- 
sation,' but.;, the girl died? and that 
proved her story, according to the In-

worse than before the medicine man's 
performance, it, of course, became im- 
mediately apparent to the Indian mind 
that the dying woman was possessed. 
The responsibility must -be fixed, so, 
with a howl-'and a leap, the "Wolf" 
doctor seized upon the 12-year-old son 
of a widow-of the tribe and dragged 
him to the couch of the dying woman, 
who admitted that she was bewitched-; 
that the boy was responsible for the 
bewitchment—and thus she died. 


The mother wept and pleaded .'for 


boy's life. The lad declared that he 
would, not know how to go-to work to 
bewitch any one, but. vrli'at could the 
mother and child do against the death- 
bed confession and accusation of the 
bewitched Kloochman? 
should certainly know

: was bewitched or not, and to whom 
the responsibility ' belonged."

such a court there was no appeal. 


A brave of the tribe (his-name was 


Desculta),;here took:charge of the pro- 
ceedings.

A big 
hunt was organized and set. for a date 
two months ahead, and while waiting 
for the -final act in the tragedy the boy 
was frequently tied up and whipped to 
bring- him to a realizing sense: of his 
condition.

doubted the wisdom of the elders of 
the tribe and the justice of the boy's 
sentence, BO she journeyed to 
Tele-

. Highland immediately communicated 
with Superintendent of Indian Affairs 
Vowell, at Victoria, B. C., who sent a 
detective to Tahltan village to stop the 
murder and secure the executioner. In 
those days means .o* communication 
between1 Victoria and towns in north- 
ern Cassiar were^ot.Tip to their pres- 
ent mark.and.the'detlfttive arrived too 
late. The hunt occurred, and at a con- 
venient spot on' the 'banks- of• the Stl- 
feine Desculta's hunting knife, dexter- 
ously.,.wielded, disemboweled the poor 
little Slwash and the body was slipped 
under the ice of the Stikine, a river 
that seldoms gives up Its dead.

took; upon himself the right to meet 
out fate to little Joe, and tied the boy 
up. by his thumbs, according to the 
best methods of the tribe. . A s snow 
would not arrive for at least sixty 
days-and as it would be contrary to 
all precedent to order 'a big hunt un- 
til there was snow on the ground and 
ice in the river, the victim had a con- 
siderable length of time to attend to 
his .sore thumbs and acquire a better 
understanding of the disadvantages of 
being an up-to-date witch, unknown 
to oneself and^ friends..
